Most of those rescued were men 


and boys, although there was at 
least one woman in the 
fishing 
party. 


They were trapped on the three- 


acre sheet of ice when it broke 
away from the main layer near the 
shore. A brisk westerly wind ear- 
ned, the ice floe toward the rough 
waters of Lake Erie and only the 
quick work of the volunteers, headed 
by police and fire emergency squads, 
saved the fishing party from pos- 
sible death. 


The 100 persons were taken from 
the ice by the quickly organized 
rescue squad just before wie floe 
reached the choppy waters of Lake 
Erie 
The floe was broken into 


small pieces as soon as it hit the 
unprotected lake. 


Small Boats to Rescue. 


Rowboats and small fish'ing craft 


were used in the rescue as most of 
the powerboats were icebound along 
the shore of the bay. The volun- 
teers dragged the small boats across 
the ice adjoining the shore line to 
the point where the ice had broken 
away. 
The 
boats were hurriedly 
launched and manned by crews 
which worked feverishly to reach 
the marooned persons before the ice 
should crack under the strain.

WATSON 
NORMS CORRECT 


Says Attempt to Start 


Third Party Would 


Be Futile. 


Opposes Proposal to Do 


Away With Elec- 


toral College. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27—(INS) 


—Old guard republicans In the sen- 
ate, although constantly at war 
with their insurgent colleagues, to- 
night applauded the decision of 
Senator George W. Norns against 
starting a new third party. 
The old guards, veterans of the 


1912 
debacle in which a progrcs- 


ilve bolt led to the election of a 
democratic president, hope to avoid 
a repetition of that defeat in 193.'. 
They can see no good in driving 
the insurgents out into a third 
party, just on the virtual eve of a 
stiff presidential campaign. Con- 
sequently, they prefer to have re- 
publican conservatives and progres- 
sives battling, even each other, 
under the party banner. 
This attitude was revealed by 
Senator James E. Watson, repub- 
lican leader of the senate. He ap- 
proved Norris' action in declining 
an invitation to start a third party. 


Old Ri»ht Thlftr. 


"Norris did the right thing," com- 


mented Watson. "In the first place, 
looking at it from his own stand- 
point, he could do his cause as he 
sees it no good by launching a third 
party movement. He has no par- 
ticular or solidified following and 
he wouldn't succeed. Roosevelt and 
La Pollette both tried it, as he says, 
and neither could succeed, even 
with their popular appeal to the 
country. 
"From the republican party's 
standpoint, it Is best to have Norris 
and other insurgents remain in the 
party. Any dissension of the kind 
now involving Norris, if carried to 
the point of bolting the party, 
would soon spread into other states. 
There are always factions in every 
state, ready to bolt their parties. 
and a third party movement would 
cause friction and trouble generally, 
without improving our government 
or accomplishing the goals sought 
by its sponsors. 


"The decision of Norris not to 
start a third party was the best 
thing lor him and the best thing for 
the republican party, even though 
he has never looked at any problem 
from the republican standpoint." 
Wood Sals EipelL 


This statement of Watson was in 
direct conflict with that expressed 
by another Indianian, Representative 
Will R. Wood, chairman of the re- 
publican 
congressional 
campaign 


committee. 
Wood declared Norris 
should b- expelled from thp party. 
But Wood has nothing to do with 
organizing the senate nor with get- 
ting 
administration 
legislation 


through that body. It was plain that 
Watson regarded the success of ad- 
ministration legislation as far more- 
important than venting punish- 
ment on Norris. 
Watson disagreed though with 
Norris regarding the latter's pro- 
posal to abandon the electoral col- 
lege. He said he was "emphatically 
and vigorously opposed to abandon- 
Ing the college." 
Norris meanwhile cast some cold 


water on a newspaper story that he 
would support Gov. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt of New York for president 
in 1932 He said he couldn't recall 
making anw such statement to a 
newspaperman. 
"I have never met Roosevelt," he 


added. "I don't make any secret of 
the fact though that I am a great 
admirer of Roosevelt. The only 
thing I have against him is that I 
do not agree with him on prohibi- 
tion. I don't have to apologize for 
my regard for him because he hap- 
pens to be a democrat." 
"Would you support him in 1932?" 


he was asked. 
•1 wouldn't say now what I will 


do In 1932," Norris replied. "It's too 
far ahead."

ARE MOBILIZED 


Soldiers to Guard Rail- 


ways as General Strike 


Is Threatened. 


MEXICO CITY, Dec. 27—d. N. 
8.)—With a general strike of all 
railway workers threatened to begin 
at midnight, an army of 
26.000 
troops was mobilized 
throughout 
Mexico today to guard all lines, the 
roundhouses and terminals against 
violence. 


Officials of the National railways 
doubted that the strike would ma- 
terialize, but the government's ac- 
tion in effecting the most speedy 
mobilization ever undertaken by the 
Mexican army indicated it was will- 
ing to take no chances on possible 
damage to tracks or rolling stock.

Expansive Personality of 


Einstein Thrills Walter 


Locke on European Tour 


Former Lincoln Newspaperman Filled With 


Sympathy for Continental Nations; Inter- 


ested in Russia as Experiment. 


A personality as great as his brain 


has proved to be—an interest in 
humanity as deep as his mathe- 
matics—that is the judgment of Al- 
bert Einstein gained by Walter 
Locke, former Lincoln newspaper- 
man, 
during his visit to Erope last 


summer, Locke revealed in an inter- 
view here Saturday afternoon. 
In company with a party which 


included three United States sen- 
ators, a number of ministers, edi- 
tors, and professors and others from 
this country, Mr. Locke, now editor 
of the Dayton, O., Daily News had 
an opportunity to meet Einstein at 
Geneva. 


Deeply Impresses Locke. 


Thai tin; great uemuui mathe- 
matician maue u ueep impresbion 
on jjocice coma not DC UOUDICU iiom 
tne vma w»y in wrucn xmuce poi- 
irayea him, 
"He is a round headed! man," 


LocKe recaiis, "witn tne lace 01 a 
baini ana nis hair extending in all 
directions luce a gieat ham aoout 
his head. He was so basnfm he 
wouldn't accept an invitation to 
cune with our party." 
Einstein did, however, accept an 
imitation 10 dine with an individual 
irom the party in tne same room 
in whicn the gioup itseii dined. 
Later in the evening, Locke says, 
the German gathered suificient 
courage to join me members ot the 
party in a corner of the room to 
discuss things with them. 
Locke hesitated to discuss Ein- 
stein's personality. "It is hard to 
tell, you know, when you meet a 
famous man, how much personality 
you are injecting into him." Ex- 
pressing confidence, however, that 
he was not overstating the case, he 
made the following comment: 
"His personality is as great as his 


brain has proved to be. He is a 
man all modesty, even to timidity— 
a man whose interests are universal. 
He is thinking as much about the 
problems of humanity, the great 
social 
problems, race and class 
problems, as he has thought about 
the mathematica matters which 
have made him tne most eminent 
man in the world." 


No Fear for Russia. 


Einstein 
will 
be remembered, 


Locke predicts, long alter anyone 
of the present age, unless it be per- 
haps, Lenin, who directed the late 
of soviet Russia from 1917 until 
his death. 
Russia, Locke notes, "is a mam- 
moth experiment, making new de- 
mands upon human nature. No one, 
it seems to me, can imd any basis 
for a confident prediction as to 
what is to come of it. It is an 
experiment that is almost as impor- 
tant to the rest of the world as to 
Russia. 
"I don't think Russia or Russian 
communism 
is any menace to 


America if we keep our heads and 
work towards a liberal solution of 
our own problems. 
"It will be only in case we 
stupidly stand pat and permit evils 
to pile up on us that the commu- 
nistic doctrine could make any sub- 
stantial headway here." 
This does not mean either that 
Locke has "gone communist" or 
that he is in harmony with its 
efforts. 
He quite frankly admits 
that he couldn't stand its system. 
Hie viewpoint of Russia can per- 
haps best be gained by a brief 
glimpse at his viewpoint towards 
the other nations of Europe which 
he visited last summer. 
Pities Germany. 


"He "could have wept with Ger- 
many," he admits. He believes its 
economic conditions even more dif- 
ficult to adjust than those of Eng- 
land with whose problems he says 
he found himself 
"sympathetic." 
France, he feels, needs no sym- 
pathy. It is standing on its own 
teet. Austria, regretting the loss of 
its Tyrol, cannot help but draw 
kind feelings. Bavaria, he found 
•lovely." Poland", although cantank- 
erous and with a case which ap- 
pears almost hopeless, merits sym- 
pathetic understanding. 
It is out of this background that 


Walter Locke approached Russia. 
"The people there," he recalls, 
"have never had any good fortune 
in this world. They have been kept 
desperately poor. They have been 
misgoverned, abused. If out of the 
present situation they can work 
out something good lor them, we 
must hope they accomplish it. 
"It doesn't mean I like their 
system. 1 couldn't stand it at all. 
I demand more opportunity to "O 
on my own flight than their sys- 
tem permits. 
"It looks as if they are slightly 
better off than before the revolu- 
tion, with the chance that they 
may become materially better off." 
Mr. Locke believes that then- sys- 
tem will be modified in time, as 
it has already undergone some 
modifications. 
Theories that Russia is a threat 
to international trade meet little 
favor with Locke. For one thing, 
he points out, Russian leaders gave 
him 
the 
impression 
they 
had 


changed their 
mind about 
the 
necessity of world revolution to 
their success. He expressed doubt 
that they are now spending money 
for world propaganda. 
"Suppose Russia docs succeed and 
become an efficient producing na- 
tion?" Locke suggests. "Will they 
flood the world with cheap pro- 
duets and so affect profoundly the 
prosperity of other nations?" 
The Ohio editor is inclined to 


doubt it. He points out that if 
Russia maintains its present level 
distribution of goods, its people can 
consume for an indefinite number 
of years all they can possibly pro-^ 
duce. 


At the present time, he believes, 
they are exporting only such pro- 
ducts as are necessary to give them 
credit with which to purchase the 
things they need, particularly ma- 
chinery. He calls attention to the 
fact that the bulk of then- pur- 
chases are largely tool-making ma- 
chinery so that their importations 
are only temporary. 


Russ Lack Mechanical Skill. 
The childish joy with which the 
average Russian manipulates a ma- 
chine arid the lack of trained tech- 
nicians, Mr., Locke believes is a great 
handicap. "It will make their pro- 
gress disappointing," he feels. On 
the other hand, he points out, that 
their condition has been so 
poor 
that they can hardly go any direc- 
tion but up. 
England, Mr. Locke indicated, is 
handicapped by the fact that none 
of the political parties has a defin- 
ite program for relieving th econ- 
omic situation. He terms the policy 
of empire free trade with an outside 
tariff wall, the only suggestion, and 
an impossible one. 
He was impressed, however, he 
admits at the number of finely- 
trained, keen-minded men whose 
minds were at work on England's 
problems. "If they don't pull out, it 
is because their difficulties are in- 
curable," he says. Interesting con- 
tacts with distinguished 
British 
journalist, Mr Locke noted, brought 
the feeling that their finest journal- 
ists are also statesmen. 


Prond of United States. 
Despite the common feeling that 
England draws high caliber men to 
its public life, Mr. Locke comment- 
ed on the disrespectful attitul.- in 
which the British public holds its 
political leaders. "They speak as dis- 
respectfully of their representatives 
in parliament as we do. They speak 
of the good old days of great men 
and the present days of small men 
just as every society always has. 
"I felt a tremendous sympathy," 
Mr. Locke decelared, "with every 
people whose problems I studied and 
whose efforts I watched." 
To this he added, "And I have a 
lot of respect for the United States, 
after seeing Europe, despite all the 
foolish things that are going on 
here." 
Mr. Locke will speak 
Sunday 
morning at 11 o'clock at All Souls 
Unitarian church. Twelfth and H 
streets. He will discuss seme aspects 
of his views resulting from his Eur- 
opean trip. He will leave Lincoln 
Monday morning to return to Day- 
ton.

Norris Bill is Praised 


By Brookhart in 


Radio Talk. 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 27—(I. N. 
S.)—In a radio address tonight Sen- 
ator Smith W. Brookhart republican 
of Iowa, endorsed the bill pending 
in congress that would modify the 
power of the federal courts to issue 
injunctions 'involved or growing out 
of any labor disputes."

The bill was introduced in the 
senate on June 1$. 1930 by Senator 
Norris. republican of Nebraska and 
provides aiaonc other things: 
"That no court of lie 
United 
States shall have the jurisdiction to 
issue a restraining order or tempor- 
ary or permanent injunction, 
in 
cases involving or growing out of 
any labor dispute-" 
The courts shall be prevented 
Irom issuing an injunction against 
persons participating in a 
labor 
dispute on the grounds they aie in 
an unlawful combination or conspir- 
acy/'

member banks from the twelve cen- 
tral banks of the system are now at 
record low levels due to inactivity in 
the business world. 


Reserves of the system are now 


about as high as at any time since 
its establishment in 1913. The sys- 
tem's resources aggregate more than 
$4,000,000,000, of which more than 
$3,000,000 is in gold. The ratio of 
reserves to liabilities is now at the 
high mark of $73 for every $100 ob- 
ligated. 
Recognition is given bv officials 
to the fact low money rates alone 
are not enough to restore prosper- 
ity. They are hopeful, however, 
these will be an encouraging factor 
that will combine with other de- 
velopments to stimulate business. 
Stacks Are Depleted. 
For one thing, it is known that 
stocks of many business firms art 
now at extremely low levels. With 
prevailing low interest rates, it 'is 
thought businessmen 
will borrow 


money to replenish, these depleted 
stocks. 
The federal reserve system is now 
in the position of a billionaire who 
has vast stocks of money and gold, 
but no way to employ them. To 
encourage the business community 
to borrow, it is slashing its interest 
rates. 
Ever since the stock market col- 
lapse of 1929, money rates have been 
falling from the record high levels 
that prevailed ther. The New Tork 
reserve bank cut its rate by succes- 
sive steps from 6 to 2 per cent, but 
it is not thought it will go any 
lower.

to meet the present demands of 
civilization. As neadly as we can, 
we ought to place the election of a 
president directly in the hands of 
the voters. To do tills, we must 
abolish the electoral college, which 
I think you will agree with me is 
out of date and is used only to 
handicap the people in the selection 
of a chief magistrate. 


Takes Time and Money. 


"I think experience has shown 


that the people will not respond 
to a demand for a new party ex- 
cept in the case of great emergency, 
when there is practically a politi- 
cal revolution. Such an aroused 
sentiment usually occurs after the 
national conventions have nomi- 
nated their candidates.The time is 
then too short to organize a party 
and the expense is too great . 


"What we ought to do is to make 
it easy to nominate a candidate for 
the presidency independent of either 
one of the great political parties. 
To do this, in my Jurgment, it 
would only require an amendment to 
the constitution abolishing the elec- 
toral college and providing for a 
direct vote on the part of every 
voter- 


"I wish we could organize public 
sentiment in the country in favor 
of such a movement. Congress would 
submit such an amendment to the 
legislatures if there were created ic 
the country an honest and sincere 
sentiment favorable to such action. 


Independence Needed. 


"The cultivation of an indepen- 


dent spirit on the part of the voter 
would have a healthy effect. In my 
judgment, millions of voters have 
reached the stage no where they 
are independent and where they 
care very little for a party label. 


"The attempt on the part of ex- 


treme partisans, moved in the main 
by special interests behind the poli- 
tical scenes, to drive out of the poli- 
tical party men of progressive minds 
who will not prostitute their judg- 
ments and their consciences to de- 
mands of political bosses is not 
meeting any sincere response from 
the people. More independent action 
and less adherence to party con- 
trol is gaining wonderful headway 
in the minds of educated, thinking 
people. If we would all unite in a 
demand for a. constitutional amend- 
ment such as I have indicated, I 
have no doubt but that success 
would crown our efforts within a 
reasonable time.

Industry in General Is 


Awaiting Turning 


of the Year. 
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Reduction of N. Y. Dis- 


count Rate Big De- 
velopment of Week.

NEW YORK. Dec. 27—(IN.S)— 


"With but a few remaining days be- 
fore the old year is usnered out, 
business and industry in general 
are marking time awaiting with 
anticipatory attitude the incipient 
stages of improvement promised for 
the early months of 1931. In fact, 
the pendulum of activity in many 
industries has swung so far to the 
side of decline, that a reverse 
movement must of itself develop, 
at least momentarily, before the 
later course of business in the new 
year will shape the trend for the 
remaining months. 
This is seen in the basic steel 
industry, where the usual year-end 
shutdown and inventory periods 
have carried the current rate of 
ingot production down to 35 per 
cent of capacity, with indications 
that it may reach a level of 25 
per cent in the penod between 
now and January 5 This has been 
discounted by the trade, however, 
with greater interest being devoted 
to the continued improvement in 
steel 
specifications for 
January 


shipment, pointing; to a definite 
pickup shortly after the turn of 
the year. 


In addition, a few sizeable rail 


and equipment orders are in sight, 
further bolstering activity in the 
first quarter of the new year Many 
authorities estimates that the up- 
turn will carry ingot production 
to more than 50 per cent of capaci- 
ty, before the momentum of the 
seasonal upswing will have been 
spent 


Lowest Rate in History. 


The reduction of the New York 


Reserve bank discount rate to 2 
per cent was one of the outstand- 
ing developments of the week This 
is the lowest rate in the history 
of the federal reserve system, and 
the lowest maintained by any cen- 
tral bank in the world at the pres- 
ent time. Coming at a time when 
sentiment was somewhat disturbed 
by several banking failures it has 
had the effect of reassuring confi- 
dence in. general banking sound- 
ness It further emphasizes the ab- 
normal cheapness of credit, and 
the prospect for continued reason- 
able credit. Short term money 
rates are now the lowest of any 
period in banking history with the 
exception of a few months m 1894. 


The stock market has resumed its 
major downward trend in the past 
week, after its brief technical re- 
covery, and a series of reactionary 
sessions has earned the general 


average of prices close to the pre- 
vious bottoms established a fort- 
night back. Many pivotal leaders, 
such as General Electric. Westing- 
house, Bethlehem Steel and others 
have already sagged into new low 
ground for the year, nhile the 
Standard 
Statistics' averages of 
ninety composite stocks were but 
2Vi points above the lows at the 
close of Saturday's abbreviated ses- 
sion. With but three full sessions 
remaining before the year end, the 
possibility for price improvement 
over these days, for the purpose of 
"window dressing" and the like, 
may result in a return of temporary 
bullish leadership, at least for the 
sentimental affect it may convey. It 
is doubtful, however, whether any 
price advance can be sustained 
without definite reports of improve- 
ment in basic industrial lines 
Prices at Ixjw Level. 


While wholesale commodity prices 


have shown a slight rise In the past 
week, the present index of quota- 
tions as measured by the Annalist 
Weekly is still at the lowest level in 
fifteen years 
The domestic price of copper has 
advanced to 10'4 cents a pound, but 
at this price producers appear to be 
holding back from the market, al- 
lowing such sales as there are to 
go to the custom smelters. Wheat 
continues in an unstable position 
with the prices for the July option 
slumping to the lowest levels in 
thirty-four years. 
The December 


contract, the price of which is 
maintained by the market opera- 
tions of the federal farm board, 
holds relatively steady 
Freight car loads for the latest 


week reported, that ended Decem- 
ber 13, established the post-Thanks- 
giving peak about 130 000 cars lower 
than the lowest peak in the pre- 
ceding five years, and definitely 
bears out the reports of smaller 
holiday trade this year, as evidenced 
from the severe curtailment in 
shioments.

Sudden Change For Worse, 


Last summer when he attended 
e unveiling of a memorial to him- 
self at the scene of his military 
riumph, he was weak, but confident 
that his health was improving after 
. slight illness. Last Friday, how- 
ever, 
inflammation 
of 
arteries 


caused his physicians to decide on 
an urgent operation and, at the re- 
quest of the marshal, he was taken 
to the religious hospital just one 
street removed from the war min- 
stry where he planned the critical 
battle of the Marne. 


Joffre said he believed the monks 
it the hospital would aid him in 
keeping secret his serious illness. 
The operation was performed and 
t also proved necessary to amputate 
-he right foot. Some of the officers 
at Joffre's headquarters insisted the 
marshal's left leg was amputated 
above the knee but the fact that 
Hme. Joffre insisted no details be 
revealed, hindered efforts to con- 
firm the various reports. 


Patient TS Tears Old. 


Joffre, who was commander-in- 
;hief of French armies during the 
World war, improved slightly after 
he operation which was itself ser- 
ous for a man of 78 years. Then he 
uffered a sudden relapse. His con- 
dition continued serious, but not 
critical until yesterday when 
he 


apsed into a. state of coma while 
;he physicians were changing the 
dressings on his legs for the secona 
ime. 


"After being in a state of coma 


^riday night, the marshal improved 
omewhat." Joffre's son-in-law, M. 
Laffile, told the Uxiited Press after 
•isiting the hospital. 
'He regained his 
lucidity this 
morning and talked calmly to his 
wife, who has been almost con- 
stantly at his bedside."' 
Later. Joffre suffered another re- 
apse and his condition continued 
most serious.

Hoover and Senator Norris. 
This 


means that Nebraska will be a na- 
tional battleground anfl that the 
contest for supmeracy between the 
two factions is likely to be a blttsr 
one. 


A few days ago ex-Governor Me- 


Kelvie, fresh from his contact with 
republican leaders and administra- 
tion personalities at Washington, 
gave a newspaper interview in Lin- 
coln voicing the sentiment that 
Senator Norris is not a republican 
and that, unless the party rids Itself 
of him and his Insurgent colleagues 
who continually and habitually an- 
tagonize its measures and policies, 
the party will disintegrate and die. 


That this is the feeling of ad- 


ministration republicans at Wash- 
ington, including President Hoover, 
there can be no doubt. The verbal 
attacks that Director Lucas of the 
republican national committee and 
Chairman Wood of the republican 
congressional committee have been 
making on Norris indicate that the 
regulars believe there is going to 
be a big intra-party row and that 
it is better to raise the issue now 
than to wait and have it break, out 
later on. 


Unavailing efforts put forth In 


the late campaign by anti-Norris 
republicans to defeat the senator 
for renomination and re-election 
have not ended their opposition. 
That phase of the political feud be- 
tween the factional groups was 
merely a prelude to what still lies 
ahead. 


That Norris will support Hoover 


for a second term is believed by 
nobody who knows the senior sen- 
ator. That he does not care to 
make a political target of himsali 
by running for president on a third 
ticket is quite evident. That he 
may throw his support openly to 
the democratic candidate in 1932 
is not at all unlikely. He did so 
two years ago and in the face of it 
was re-elected this year by nearly 
75,000 majority with the stand- 
patters actively fighting him. This 
will encourage the senator to carry 
lis fight against the administration 
into the next campaign. 


When it comes to a showdown in 


Nebraska between the friends of 
President Hoover on one side and 
Senator Norris and his followers on 
the other, as to which crowd shall 
run the republican party in this 
state, the former will have on their 
side an important decision ren- 
dered by the Nebraska Supreme 
court in 1912 which threw six "bull 
moose" candidates for presidential 
electors off the G. O. P. ticket and 
enabled the state committee of the 
standpat wing to fill their places 
by naming six other men who were 
oyal to Taft as against Roosevelt. 
In that year, the party had split 


in its national and state conven- 
,ions. Two separate Organizations 
were formed in this state, the 
Roosevelt faction seizing control of 
what had been the regular party 
machinery and forcing the Taft 
contingent to bolt. However, when 
he Taff committee brought suit to 
remove from the republican ticket 
hose candidates for presidential 
electors who were known to be for 
loosevelt and not for Taft, the 
Supreme court ordered, them off, 
notwithstanding that they had been 
:hosen by the voters in the fepnb- 
ican primary.

Claim Institutions Seek 


To Avoid Paying for 


Benefits. 


Declaring that the state banks 


which are now fighting the special 
assessments under the guaranty 
fund law have derived vast benefits 
from the law and are now seeking 
to avoid a moderate contribution to 
the success of the system which 
they sponsored, the state makes a 
vigorous defense of the entire guar- 
anty fund system in a brief which 
has been prepared for submission 
to the united States Supreme court. 


The brief was prepared by C. A. 
Sornsen, attorney general, and C 
E. Abbott, special counsel, on be- 
half of the state and its officials in 
the Able State bank case which is 
J° be . argued before 
the 
chief 
tribunal of the nation early in 
January. 


Attempt of the banks through the 


suit to break down the whole prin- 
ciple of the guaranty fund law is 
strongly attacked in the 218 page 
brief as a matter already settled 
The state claims that the Supreme 
court's decision on the constitution- 
ality of the guaranty fund law in 
1911 marks the closing of that 
controversy. 


Claim Failures Diminished. 


The guaranty 
fund law, it is 


claimed by the state, never caused 
or contributed materially to 
the 


failure of a single Nebraska state 
bank, but diminished the number 
of failures and was of inestimable 
Denef I to the banks generally dur- 
ing the period of failures. 


All of 
the 
state banks, it is 


claimed, specifically accepted the 
law following the 1911 United States 
Supreme court decision and 
ac- 


cepted its benefits and obligations 
without question for 17 years. This, 
the .^ate contends bars them from 
now seeking to avoid meeting ob- 
ligations under the law. 


Extensive advertising of the guar- 
anty system was carried on by the 
banks from 1911 until the time of 
the suit, the state claims, in which 
benefits of the guaranty system 
were constantly stressed as an aid 
to the banks. The increased de- 
posits of $100,000,000 carrying an- 
nual earnings of $2,000,000 to $4,- 
000,000 are attributable solely to the 
guaranty fund the state claims 


Defend State's Power.

ments for carrying out banking. Ac- 
ceptance of these requirements for 
nearly 20 years bars action against 
the constitutionality of the require- 
ments, the state contends, especial- 
ly as to matured claims against the 
depositors guaranty fund which is 
primarily for the protection of de- 
positors. 


All- of the depositors, the state 
claims, relied on and deposited their 
money on the faith of the acts of 
the bank in supporting the guaranty 
fund system and openly advocating 
it through public advertising.

State Commerce Secretary Bliss 
with a man of his own choosing at 
once, or for some time afterward. 
This is because the head of the 
trade and commerce department, 
u-,cler the banking law passed in 
1929, 
acts as receiver of all Jailed 


sUte banks. 


Attorney General Sorensen points 
out that Bliss Is now the receiver 
for 150 or more banks, and 
has 


agents in actual charge of them, 
under surety bond for proper ad- 
ministration of the assets. Each 
receivership is being handled under 
the direction of the District court in 
the county where the bank was lo- 
cated. The assets aggregate hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars, in- 
cluding large amounts of cash, and 
the attorney general thinks the 
process of transferring their pos- 
session ar.d custody and securing 
new bonds will require a lengthy 
period of time 
It will also neces- 


sitate the approval of the District 
court in each instance, he suggests. 
Bryan's Position. 


However, since the law says that 


the secretary of trade and com- 
merce "shall be" the receiver of all 
banks, Governor-elect Bryan will 
probably take the position that he 
himself will 
automatically become 


the receiver -as soon as he becomes 
governor. His plan is to act per- 
sonally as secretary of each code 
department and appoint someone to 
serve therein as deputy secretary. 


As official head of the trade and 


commerce department, Mr. Bryan 
would thereby, under his theory, 
inherit and take over all the re- 
ceiverships from Bliss and the lat- 
ter would be relieved of further re- 
sponsibility. 


Whether Bliss will consent to 


make a blanket turnover of this 
kind has not 
been indicated. If 


Bryan should demand that he get 
out forthwith, and Bliss should re- 
fuse to go until he had been for- 
mally discharged from his various 
receiverships by court orders, an in- 
teresting situation would arise. A 
suit would probably have to be in- 
stituted by one or the other of them 
to secure a judicial determination 
of the question involved

oil companies, appointed a commit- 
tee today which will meet Monday 
to deviss final preparation for 
taking the distress oil from 33,000 
wells. R. M. Young, president of 
the Carter Oil Co.. a Standard sub- 
sidiary, was named chairman of the 
committee.

companies. 
Secretary Wilbur advised that the 


interior department would accept 
a proration for Osage oil wells con- 
cerned in the purchase shutdown. 


Caught In Desperate Strusrele. 
Although the conference was held 


secretly and representatives refused 
to comment, it was learned that 
the major companies considered the 
plight of stripper wel producers as 
the result of worldwide overdeve- 
lopment of the American petroleum 
inlustry. These operators, described 
cas the marginal prolucers have 
been caught in the llux of desper- 
ate struggle of the inlustry to free 
itself from overproduction.

Legge revealed in an executive 
session of the 
committee 
some 


weeks ago that the board operated 
in the futures market through its 
subsidiary, the Grain Stabilization 
corporation. Several senators antag- 
onistic to the futures theory of trad- 
ing expressed surprise and displeas- 
ure. McNary scught an explanation 
of the futures trading. 
In a lengthy reply, Legge ex- 


plained the- stabilization corporation 
had abstained from futures trading 
at the outset, but discovered 
the 
cash price of wheat soon "became 
out of line, as the traders call it, 
with the future contract price." 
Futures Support Cash Operations. 
This situation Legge said, caused 


financial loss to millers who utilize 
the futures market. 
"In the current wheat stabiliza- 
tion operations," the chairman con- 
tainued," it is* simpler and more ec- 
onomical to influence cash wheat 
prices over wide areeas by support- 
ing purchases of futures in addition 
to purchases of cash wheat in term- 
inal markets. While the position 
with respect to cotton is somewhat 
different, the same general prin- 
ciples apply. 
"Please do not consider this as a 
recommendation on our part in sup- 
port of the present system of futures 
trading. But we have to recognize 
that it is the system, built up over 
a period of seventy years, on which 
practically all wheat cr cotton 
is 
handled. It is our conclusion that 
under existing conditions co-oper- 
ative marketing associations 
and 
stabilization corporations must, in 
appropriate, practical ways, deal in 
futures as well as in spot wheat or 
cotton." 
On the part of McNary and Legge 
the letter apparently is a move to 
ameliorate the harsh treatment to 
which the board may be subjected 
when congress reconvenes Jan. 5.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 27—(U. P.) 


—Efforts of house and senate con- 
ferees to find a compromise settle- 
ment for the Muscle Shoals dispute 
are again approaching: failure and 
the issue may ultimately require a 
decision by President Hoover. 


Stripped of Its technical aspects, 


the question at issue is whither Mr. 
Hoover will desire to keep Muscle 
Shoals out of the 1932 campaign. If 
so, he may prevail on house repub- 
lican leaders to accept a compro- 
mise proposal contemplated 
by 


senate conferees. That would en- 
able disposition of the 
Muscle 


Shoals power and fertilizer project 
before the 1932 elections, perhaps in 
this short session. 


House Asks Private Control. 


The house passed a bill for lease 


of the plant to private interests. 
The senate enacted authority for 
government operation of the plant 
and government construction of 
transmission lines to -the principal 
southern cities within a 
fixed 
radius. 


Senator Norris, republican, Ne- 


braska, was the author of that pro- 
posal, which would have put the 
government In the business of dis- 
tributing power in several urban 
areas. 


After many meetings, the house 


conferees suggested a compromise 
providing for government operation, 
but requiring the board, which 
would be created to operate the 
plant to return to congress for au- 
thority and funds with which to 
construct transmission lines if such 
were necessary. 


Provision Believed Joker. 


Senate conferees were inclined to 
accept this proposal until examina- 
tion of it led them to believe the 
requirements for further congres- 
sional sanction was a "joker" 
which. In effect, would prevent 
construction of the transmission 
lines. Under these circumstances 
the government would be operating 
a plant but without alternatives In 
the sale of the power which would 
have to be disposed of to the Ala- 
bama Power Co., because the latter 
would possess the only distributing 
facilities. 


The senate proposal now con- 
templated is to persuade the house 
to sanction construction of four 
government transmission lines from 
Muscle Shoals to vicinities where 
a power market exists. In no in- 
stance, however, would the lines 
enter a city. Municipal power com- 
panies or private interests then 
would be able to construct com- 
paratively short tapping lines to 
the government wires. 


Interested senators assert this 
plan has the merit of keeping the 
government out of the power busi- 
ness within cities, but will enable 
municipalities to take government 
power sources' if private companies 
demand exorbitant rates.

Extra Twelve-Week Term 
In Winter Is Boon to Luther 


College's Farmer Students 


A winter school on the same plan ] 


as the standardized summer session 
is the system in vogue at Luther 
college. Wahoo. according to Dr. A. 
T Seashore, president. For the past 
eighteen years, the college has con- 
ducted what is called a 'short 
course" of twelve weeks length dur- 
ing which time Instruction 
is 


offered much on the order of that 
given at universities and other col- 
leges In the summer. 
It Is true, of course, that at 
Luther. *s at other colleges, there 
are two regulation semesters, one 
In the fall and the other in the 
spring But if a student is unable 
to register at either of those pe- 
riods, he can do so in mid-winter 
and remain there for twelve weeks 
instead of the full eighteen weks, 
as required for each semester. 
Twelve H«ar UmH. 


Slightly less than the semestrial 
load carried by the average univer- 
sity undergraduates can be pursued 
by the short coarse student at Lu- 
ther 
Dr. Seashore stated. The

WASHINGTON. Dee. 27—(UP)— 
Congress will face again after the 
holiday recess the old controversy 
over, the value of the battleship. 
This was assured today when 
Chairman French of the house 
naval appropriations sub-committee 
announced his opposition to the 
proposed modernization of three 
battleships at a cost of $30.000.000. 
He said the battleship is becoming 
obsolete in modem naval warfare 
and no mote money should be spent 
on them. 
The vessels proposed to be mod- 
ernized are the Idaho. Mississippi 
and New Mexico. Ten of the 
eighteen In the United States fleet 
have been modernized. Since three 
must be put out of commission: 
under the terms of the London1 
treaty, only five are left to be mod- 
ernized. The senate approved mod- 
ernization of the three baUJeshlps. 
but a motion is pending by Sena- 
tor King, democrat. Utah, to re- 
consider the vote. 
French, usually regarded as leader 


of the house "small navy" group, 
approved the urojjo&cd administra- 
tion program calling for an authori- 
zation of about $88.000,000 in appro- 
durlng the next fiscal 


-. This apparently Insures house 
approval. The modernization pro- 
gram is aside from this. 
However, the Administration and 


the budget bureau have Been rep- 
resented' as favoring UK moderni- 
zation. 


Eliminate Headlight Glare. 


Night driving is much more en- 


joyable when the glare of the on- 
coming car Is eliminated. It is a 
matter of road courtesy to dim the 
lights, whenever possible, in passing 
another vehicle. 


Weak Battery Cause* Trouble in 
CoU Weather. 


Even under the most favorable 


conditions, the battery of a car 
undergoes considerable punishment 
during the winter period. A battery 
must be kept fully charged during 
the cold weather, when the drain 
upon it, as a result of difficult 
starting, is greatest. 
If it is not 


fully, or nearly fully charged, it ;s 
likely to freeze. The manner in 
which to keep it in such condition 
Is to set the generator so It will 
charge at a rate between 12 and 14 
amperes when the lights are off 
and the car is running at 25 or 30 
miles per hour, and to use Uie 
starter and lights as sparingly as 
possible. 


Keep Caretal By* oft ThenBoineter. 


Close attention Is necessary to the 
thermometer during the winter 
months when shutters and anti- 
freeze solution are used for the pro- 
tection of the engine. Motors are 
designed to work most efficiently 
when the water jacket temperature 
is between 160 and 180 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The motor thermome- 
ter will reach the danger line even 
before the engine has reached oper- 
ating-efficiency. Despite this, how- 
ever, the motorist should not let the 
thermometer rise above this line, or 
the alcohol in the solution will boil 
over, eat through the pyroxlin fin- 
ish on the hood and reduce the pro- 
portion of antl-freeze in the cool- 
ing system. 


Beat Way to Thaw Frozen Radiator. 


The safest way to thaw a frozen 


radiator Is to first remove the radi- 
ator-cap and permit the steam to 
escape. Fill the chamber with wann 
water and- loosely replace radiator 
cap. Then place several thicknesses 
of newspapers over the front of the 
radiator and fasten a blanket or 
heavy cloth over the paper. Then 
start the engine running at a mod- 
erate speed to thaw out the ice in 
the core. It is possible to tell when 
the radiator is thawed out by -test- 
ing the temperature of the core fins 
with the finger tips. When it is 
warm from top to bottom, start 
draining the water off through the 
radiator petcocks, removing 
the 
radiator cap as the water starts ta 
run. Stop the engine and after 
about half of the water h'as run out, 
add the proper amount of anti- 
freeze solution, and completely fill 
the radiator with water. Moderately 
warm water Is best. Then replace 
the cap and run the engine for sev- 
eral minutes to thoroughly mix the 
water and anti-freeze solution. Al- 
ways remember to check all radia- 
tor hose, pump shaft packing and 
other parts of the cooling system 
for -leaks. A sharp enough freeze 
may crack the motor block and 
radiator, so this inspection should 
be thorough. 


Starting Car in C«M Weather. 
The annoyance of starting a cold 
engine can be overcome by using 
the choke judiciously and exercis- 
ing a little patience. Retard the 
spark and advance the throttle at 
the wheel or dash about half way. 
Before pressing the starter button. 
pull out the choke control all the 
way. As soon as the engine 
started the choke should be pushed 
half way back. The engine should 
then be allowed to warm up slowly 
with the choke In this half-way 
position. With the throttle keeping 
the engine running slightly faster 
than idling, the choke part of the 
way out and the transmission in 
neutral, the engine win warm up 
sooner, than U it were made to pull 
the car Immediately on starting. 
The fuel would then bum more 
thoroughly and there would be Jess 
chance of diluting the crankcase oil 
or permitting water to collect In 
the carburetor bowl. When the 
thermometer begins to rise, the 
choke may be pushed back almost 


John Oxenhara was a bold mari- 
ner. a resourceful adventurer, and 
a master of the art of looting. He 
earned under no less a master than 
Sir Francis Drake himself. 


Oxenham was with Drake at th« 
atter's looting of Nombre de Dios, 
and was a great admirer of the pic- 
uresque pirate who was so high in 
he favor of Queen Elizabeth in 
hose days. He was wealthy when 
he went out with Drake, and much 
wealthier when he returned to his 
home in Devonshire, England, after 
he voyage. 
It was in 1574 that Oxenham set 


out in a ship of 140 tons, with sev- 
enty men in his crew, to see, what 
he could find in Spanish America 
and on the seas adjacent thereto. 
He made a landing in the Gulf of 
Karien. and learned from the na- 
tives that the Spaniards were not 
taking chances of losing their treas- 
ure from their pack trains across 
he Isthmus any more. The attack 
by Drake had made them wary, 
and they now sent heavily armed 
troops to protect the trains of ani- 
mals laden with gold and silver 
from the western part of South 
America. 


Oxenham was disappointed at re- 


ceiving thir, news, 
but not much 
surprised. He decided to -pass up 
the pack trains for the present. In- 
stead of trying to get the treasure 
away from armed Spanish soldiers, 
»e would march across the Isthmus 
in the other direction, keeping clear 
of the pack train trail, build a small 
boat of green timber in the forest 
and go cruising for loot along the 
Pacific shore. 


First he beached his ship in a 
safe place, covering it over with 
boughs. He took down the masts, 
and buried the guns in the sand 
near the beach. Then he struck 
nward, taking along two mounted 
guns that were dragged through 
he bush with much backbreaking 
abor. 
After passing the peak of the 
watershed, Oxenham dismissed his 
pitched camp, and set his

nen to work, on the banks of a 
big river, on the building of the 
boat. In two weeks they had a lit- 
;le pinnace, forty-five feet long, and 
they fitted her with a sail or two 
made from sailcloth from 
their 


ship's stores. 
The entire crew, plus six black 


guides, piled into this little craft 
with such gear, and provisions as 
they thought necessary to transport, 
and went down the river and out 
upon the Pacific. 
They anchored behind some small 
islands a short distance from Pana- 
ma, and posted lookouts on the high 
hills, to watch for Spanish ship- 
ping. On the tenth day of watch- 
ng, a small bark was seen making 
her way northward toward Pana- 
ma, and the pinnace hastened out 
to capture her. She proved a rich 
prize, carrying 60,000 gold pesos and 
rienty of fine provisions. She had 
>een on her way from Peru, to de- 
x>sit her gold in Panama. 
Oxenham felt that his theory was 


-working out. He was capturing the 
gold before it even got upon the 
>acks of the guarded pack animals 
and in doing so he was able to take 
t without risk, as the Spanish crews 
n this coastwise trade were un- 
armed. 


A second bark was taken In the 
same manner, and with her a hun- 
dred thousand pesos in gold, chiefly 
unminted. Oxenham then raided 
the Spanish pearl fisheries, riaking 
a fairly good haul He loaded his 
loot in the pinnace, and sailed for 
the mouth of the river by which he 
had come down into the Pacific. He 
felt tnat he had enough gold to Jus- 
ify his venture, and that any more 
would be too burdensome. 
As he started the ascent of the 
river.- Oxenham set free his two 
prizes, with all their prisoners. He 
lien began the up-stream voyage. 
Meantime, the pearl flsherr had 
notified the Governor of Panama 
that their fishing grounds had been 
raided .by English pirates. The 
Governor fitted out four large gal- 
leys, with black oarsmen and a 
hundred soldiers armed with mus- 
kets. The galleys rowed along the 
coast, and came upon the two barrs 
that had been turned loose by Ox- 
enham. Thus the punitive expedi- 
tion was able to trace the pirates 
into the river and to make all speed 
after them. 
John de Ortega. In charge of the 
Spanish pirate hunt, came to a. 
fork of the river. Here two rivers 
came together to form the big 
stream 
Ortega didn't know which 
one to try for the Englishmen, but 
decided upon the larger of the two. 
As he was just about to start up 
this stream, he saw chicken feath? 
era floating down on the surface 
of the smaller stream! Here was 
evidence that the Englishmen had 
gone up the smaller stream, and 
were preparing supper somewhere 
up there- 
upon such a slight chance did the 
fate of the Oxenham expedition de- 
oend! Maybe It was ill luck for the 
Englishmen and good luck f«*the 
Spaniards. 
But a more careful 
leader might have foreseen exactly 
what happened, and required his 
men to refrain from tossing garbage 
upon the surface of the river. Many 
an expedition has been saved by 
such foresight and many » battle 
lost for lack of it 


Four days after turning Into the 
river that bore the chicken feathers. 
Ortega's men sighted the English 
pinnace, beached under some trees. 
and guarded by six men. The Somn- 
Jards fired, killing one English- 
man and putting toe others to 
flight. 
Landing, the Spaniards found the 
ninnace almost empty, and found 
tracks indicating that the treasure 
had been carried inland. A search 
for the English party began on 
land. 
The Spaniards surprised Oxen- 
ham's men Iving about, without 
sentries, beside some native huts oT 
which they had taken chance. The 
Englishmen got to their feet and 
ran. despite the heat and the jungte 
growai. when they saw the armed 
Soanish musketeers 
approaching 
The Soanlerds lound the treasure. 
carried it back to the river and 
loaded it upon their galleys. *nd 
decided to let the Englishmen fet 
away for the present, whOc they 
took this cold back to Panama. 


Now, this is how it chanced that 
the Spaniards lound ttw treasure 
in the hut and were able* to carry 
Jt afl without resistance. 
Thsre had been muUny in Ox- 
cnham's camp. When the treasure 
had bwi f*Tr«n cfiji of the p!r«iacc. 
Oxenham entered his men to car- 
ry it <5own the Atlantic side of the 
slope to the place where the shJp 
lay hidden in the pile of boughs. 
The men said that would be fine, 
but how much of the gold was to be 
theirs. and ho* roach to be kept by 
UK Captain? 
Oxenham replied 
that it was very TrcethJcal of a crew 
thus to swpect Its chlel of evil de- 
signs upon the gold, and told the 
men that he. as an honorable man. 
would "take food care of them" 
whe» Urt? tfl got tack »EnglanC 


The Spaniards surprised Oxenham's men. 


"That's fine of you, captain," said 


the spokesman for the men, in ef- 
fect, "but we've decided to take 
care of ourselves right here and 
now. 
We believe that you are not 


only honorable enough to take care 
of our.just claims in England, but 
that you •vrill do likewise even here 
in this forest. In other words, not 
step do we budge with this loot 
until you divide up with us. Give us 
our proper shares now, and the gold 
joes to the ship. Or well, or else—" 


Captain Oxenham flew into a fine 
rage. To us, sitting in our chairs 
at this distance from the incident, 
It seems that there was nothing 
mucn to rage about. If the pirates 
who worked' for Oxenham had a 
percentage coming to them, which 
the captain admitted, what better 
time could there be for a whack- 
up than then? But Oxenham was a 
fellow who could stir up within him- 
self a powerful indignation about 
any reflections upon his honor. He 
assumed that his fellow-pirates 
were impugning his honor by not 
trusting him to "take care of them" 
when they should all get back to 
England. 


So Oxenham set off to round up 
black men to carry the treasure 
down to the ship for him. and his 
men lay about the hut, talking and 
napping. We have seen how they 
were caught napping. 
Meantime, Oxenham had suc- 


:eeded in rounding up a few blacks, 
and with them he.returned toward 
the hut. As he and his porters ad- 
vanced across a small clearing near 
the hut, he was met by a group of 
his men, who were running away 
from the Spaniards. There were ex- 
planations and a fine selection of 
recriminations all around, and the 
men agreed to take orders from 
Oxenham again. 


"Come with me, then," said the 
chief. "We can't fight among our- 
selves about the loot, since it's been 
taken away from us, but at least 
we can fight the Spaniards for it. 
Were going to get back that gold." 
Tha men meekly agreed. 
The 
porters had bows and arrows, and 
promised to help whip the Span- 
iards, so that they would have 
something to carry. 
Three days and nights the Eng- 
lishmen and 
their 
black 
allies 
marched through the Jungle and 
along the river, and at length found 


the Spaniards. The Englishmen 
were so unaccustomed 
to 
forest 


fighting that they permitted the 
Spaniards to take possession of a 
wooded hill, and then charged up 
the hill to take them by storm. Each 
of the Spaniards was behind a tree 
picking off his-Englishman in per- 
fect safety. 


Eleven Englishmen and five ne- 


groes were killed, and many were 
taken prisoner or wounded during 
this charge. The surviving English- 
men drew off and gave up hope of 
getting the treasure back. 


The Spaniards bundled their pris- 
oners into their boats, and rowed 
away, taking the English pinnace 
and all their treasure with them to 
Panama. 


In Panama, the Englishmen were 


questioned, and they told where 
their ship was hidden, with the 
camouflage of boughs over it. I sus- 
pect the Spaniards 'may have used 
some modern American police third 
degree methods in getting this con- 
fession out of the English prisoners. 


The Spaniards sent a little ex- 
pedition 
down the 
coast then, 


found the ship, dug up her buried 
guns, and brought the whole out- 
fit to Nombre de Dios with great 
glee. The luck of the English pi- 
rates seemed to have been broken 
at last. 


Meantime the surviving English- 


men, 
with some of the black allies 
they had enlisted, had found a place 
in the forest that seemed secure, 
and had begun to build a couple 
of boats with which to get away 
from this unfriendly land. From 
the nearest barracks, 150 Spanish 
musketeers had been sent out to 
look for this forlorn party, and the 
woods were combed thorough!} in 
the search. 


Most of the Englishmen were 
captured at their camp, and Oxen- 
ham was among the captives who 
were taken to Panama and given a 
hearing on a charge of piracy. Ox- 
enham was asked whether he had 
any license or letter of marque, and 
Oxenham had to admit that he had 
not. Conviction was then inevitable 
for it was as plain a case of piracy 
as one would wish, 
Oxenham and all the adult mem- 
bers of his company who had been 
taken with arms in their hands were 
then sentenced to death. All of the 


ordinary seamen among the pirates 
were shot at the beach at Panama. 
Oxenham and his two officers were 
taksn to Lima, where they were 
hanged in the public square. 
There is a version of Oxenham's 
adventures which declares that the 
pirate's downfall was due to a wom- 
an. A beautiful Spanish girl was 
part of the loot taken on the Pa- 
cific coast, and was highly valued 
by Oxenham, who could refuse the 
lady nothing because she had such 
beautiful eyes. 
This girl asked that Captain Ox- 
enham spare the lives of the two 
boatloads of Soaniards, and the 
Englishman 
c?».sequently turned 
these prisoners loose, just as he was 
turning into the river to start back 
across the Isthmus with his loot. 
From these loosed prisoners, as we 
have seen, came the alarm that led 
the Spanish punitive force upon the 
track of the fleeing Englishmen.

Nebraska Engineering Students Learn 


To Think By Manufacturing Of Lathes 


Engineering Is engineering to most 
people. But to a group of Univer- 
sity of Nebraska classes taught by 
C. A. Sjogren, assistant professor of 
mathematics, it is economics, his- 
tory, psychology, business, philoso- 
phy. 


That sounds like a large order for 
any course. But Professor Sjogren's 
courses in industrial management 
are unique in their field. 


It was vacation the past week and 
Professor Sjogren had time to tell 
what his work is trying to do for 
engineering students. 


A baby lathe that he recently de- 
signed is ready for classroom use. 
Members of the class will study its 
design, the problems involved in 
making Jt. will design and cast the 
parts themselves, and put together 
the finished product. 
Orders f*r Many Lathes. 
It wont be just an exercise. It 
will be a practical piece of work. 
The department already has orders 
for twice as many lathes as the 
class can turn out in the semester. 


The lathes are handy tools for 
working wood, for the man with 
that as a hobby or for a growing 
boy. 
The class could market them 
indefinitely because they can be 
produced remarkably economically. 
But they won't be made for long.

machine and following the path by 
which production of manufactured 
goods must follow. 


To make production efficient the 


students have to apply economics 
and business practices. They have 
to know how to eliminate waste, 
how to save steps, how to use mini- 
mum cost material for maximum 
strength and efficiency for the pur- 
pose desired. 


They study the problems of labor 


in a plant, which means a form of 
psychology, how to work with that 
labor to get the most out of it. 
They study the whole philosophy of 
production and business from the 
standpoint of the engineer, seeking 
to make goods easier to produce. 


The courses are designed to teach 
not the hand but the head and yet 
to use the hand enough so that the 
student doesn't forget how.

Song Sparrow

The Sparrow or Finch Family is 


the largess family of birds in our 
country. Among the members of 
this family there are two that have 
the surname sparrow besides the 
English sparrow that every boy and 
girl should not only know but be 
well acquainted with. The song 
sparrow and the chipping sparrow 
are so friendly and there are so 
many of them that every city girl 
or boy should hear and see them 
somewhere near their homes if not 
in their own yard. 
The sone sparrows like water and 
are usually seen not far from it in 
the country. If you wish to invite 
them to your yard, put out a bird 
bath of some kind. A low pan. 
either a pudding or milk pan on a 
post answers quite well. 
To help some one to know song 


sparrows we might tell all their 
marking. 
English 
sparrow 
size, 


brown hoad with a gray line 
through the center, grayish line 
over the eyfi and so on. All we need 
to know is that they, as most other 
sparrows, have brownish streaked 
coats, white or whitish breasts, and 
the one mark that stamps them as 
song spanows is their streaked 
sides and breast with a black spot 
in the middle. You will think of 
this as a breastpin and look for it 
when you see a sparrow that you 
want to name. It is possible that 
there are more song sparrows' nests 
in this country than anv other 
kind, for a pair will make two. 
three or even four in a summer 
and never use one a second time. 
We don't see these nests because 
they do nor hang them to the end 
of a branch like the oriole, but the 
most of them are on the ground 
under bushes or among the low 
branches of bushes. You may hap- 
pen to run upon one. but the most 
sure way of knowing where a nest 
is. Is to watch the birds and when 
y<ra sec them gathering grasses fol- 
low them and sec where they 
put it. 


The nests are made of grasses 


and rooWc's leaves and stripes of 
t^rk and lined with fine grass and 
0-nrtinJcs a few horse hairs. 
The eees are bluish or greenish 


white with plenty of brown specks. 


We may think there are not many 
song sparrows because we do not 
see them. They arc there. When 
they sine they like to go to the 
ton of a bush or a small tree. When 
frightened, instead of flying up and 
away they fly down and straight 
ahead, never up. As it goes it 
shakes its tail and at'crs a sharp 
chip whJch is its own and not like 
that of any other kind of sparrow. 
Its scms has won for it its name, 


and 5s perhaps the sweetest of bird 
sonss.

Could you help loving one who is 
all this, .even if it is a bird? 


They like the bushy bordered 


fields, ths shrubbery of parks and 
yards so well that we should plant 
more bushes and give them a place 
to come to. 


During the nesting time they eat 


little but insects, nnd some all year 
when they can find them. When 
spring wild flowers are in bloom, 
the song sparrows are there. When 
blackberries are ripe, when hickory 
nuts and walnuts are falling, the 
song sparrows are there. When 
snow covers the whole country like 
a white blanket, the song spanows 
are there. Always somewhere near 
like a good and true neighbor. 


There seems to be something 
about every bird that attracts our 
attention. It may be bright* colors, 
or song or actions. More has been 
written about the song of the song 
sparrow than that of any other 
bird. Its song varies as that of no 
other bird. Quite a number have 
been written out that vary enough 
to be considered1 separate tunes, 
and yet they are all alike. They 
begin with a full note repeated 
three times, and then run. up the 
cale and down in quick notes. A 
ird repeats one melody several 
imes and then takes up another 
as if practicing. Each tune usually 
as four bars in either triple or 
ommon time, and is sometimes 
roken off before it gets to the 
nd. 
The song sparrow has been called 
silver tongue" and "sweet singer."

tors' office, with, examination table 
and lavoratory, and the nurses' of- 
fice and chart desk. 


Complete Isolation Ward. 


The isolation ward opens off the 
corridor on the second floor, and 
is complete within itself. It has its 
own diet kitchen and bath, where 
the shower can only be operated by 
an orderly who has the key, so that 
no patient can scaldl himself. At 
each end of the hall are large en- 
closed sun rooms, which will be fur- 
nished in comfortable fashion for 
the men. 


A well-equipped library is being 


arranged on this floor. The best fic- 
tion, based upon the reviews in 
standard magazine sections, the 
American Library association book- 
let, and the best magazines, and 
modern biographies, travel books, 
histories, will be placed there. Ths 
books and magaznes are taken on a 
cart to the beds, and each man 
may have as many of each for as 
long as he wants, wthout fee de- 
posit.

charge A medical library opens off 
this larger room. The librarian al- 
so has her own office.

The ward system of the thirH 
floor is arranged similarly to the se- 
cond, except that it has the surgery, 
tiled in jade-green. It is very com- 
plete.with its surgeons' 
dressing 
rooms, where all physicians receive 
a complete operating outfit from. 
the hospital, cases of instruments, 
sterilizers, and double windows in 
the operating rooms, so that no dust; 
will enter. The one operating room 
used for infectious operations, the 
the other for those without that 
danger. 
On the fourth floor will be the 
tubercular 
patients 
and 
those 
needing sunlight treatments, as well 
as some of the chronic patients. It 
has been planned so that the beds 
can be taken from the inside porch 
to the outside through French 
doors. There are large sun-porches 
on the east, south, and west. Men 
from other floors can go from one 
floor to the other on the elevators 
and enjoy the porches. 
The dining rooms are on the first 


floor at the east of the corridor 
extending east from the main lob- 
by. There is a dining room for thi 
staff, a cafeteria dining room for 
patients able to come, and opposite 
is the dining room for the unclassi- 
fied personnel. The patients, take 
their trays and may have what they 
want and as much. 
Kitchen is Mammoth. 


Adjacent to the patients' cafe- 
teria is the dish washing room. 
The dishes are put on a monometal 
track and are carried about under 
the water and into the sterilizer. 
The kitchen is larger. One pan can 
cook 200 pounds of rice by steam in 
twenty minutes or can engulf a bar- 
rel of potatoes. The fumes are car- 
ried outdoors by a fan system. The 
bakery adjoins the kitchen. Only

sufficient food is 
keeper for one day's serving, plan- 
ned now for thirty members of the 
staff and eight patients, but some 
day to be increased to about 150 
staff and 216 patients. 
Down on the cellar floor is the 
"dunnage" room, where all food 
supplies are stored, great quantities 
of. standard brands of coffee, oat- 
meal, beans, peas, or anything going 
on a table.

The vegetable and 
fruit refrigerators, the meat ice 
chest, outside of which are the elec- 
tric meat cutter, bacon slicer, and 
sausage grinder,

this floor.

Much of the good done by the 
hospital is centered in this floor, as 
the physo-therapy labratory is lo- 
cated here. Anything that can be 
done for physical benefit by water, 
hands, artificial and natural light, 
heat, and electricity is carried on in 
this labratory, according to Dr. 
Webb. It has its massage tables, 
shower, with any kind of spray. 
its temperature controlled by the 
control table, electric bath cabi- 
nets, and elbow, foot, and arm 
baths.

TOT bog 
feeding th- "self-feeder" has been 
found to work satisfactorily. 
Experimental work in wheat fecd- 
ine has been carried on at the 
state university since 1901. when 
Chancellor E. A. Burnett, then a 
professor at the college of agricul- 
ture, conducted the first experi- 
ments. Additional work has pro- 
gressed to the point where more 
data on wheat feeding may be 
found at the state university ex- 
perimental station than at any 
other station in the country. Tests 
on1 hogs this year were started in 
Mav. with later work on cmtUe and 
sheep. 
Professor Grwnlach said that be- 
cause population In this country 
has not increased as fast as the 
production of wheat, due to im- 
proved methods, "we have more 
wheat than is necessary and need 
new channel; for the use of wheat."'

River Will Soon Live Only In Memories 


Thfa h ihe bridre wbfch was built across the RepnbKcan river near Riverton in 1874. The picture 
•hJ.il « H appeared Tn 191!^The bridge, which is believed to have been the first one acro,s the Repub- 
Hcaa in Nebraska,!! being replaced by a new structure at this time. 


The first bridge to span the Re- 


publican river in the state of Ne- 
braska will soon be only a memory. 
Located at Riverton, in Franklin 
county, the old wooden landmarK. 
which for fifty-six years stood the 
test of time and tide, is now being 
removed to make way for a new 
and modern structure of steel ana 


The history and tradition con- 
nected with this bridge are inter- 
esting. Because it was the first 
real connecting link between the 
north and the south banks of the 
Republican river, it has been re- 
garded as largely responsible for 
the early development of that sec- 
tion of the state.

Today thia method of teaching is 
known as visual education 


Aside from the added informa-

Importance Shown. 


For that matter there are thou- 
sands of grownups who, although 
they reali7.> in a, measure the im- 
portance of water, do not know its 
full significance A recent bulle- 
tin, written by Dr. George E Con- 
dra of the conservation and sur- 
vey division of the University of 
Nebraska, however, explains these 
details fully 


One of the most enlightening 
documents on the subject that has 
come from the university in many 
years, it is at the same time 
numbered among the most compre- 
hensive surveys of the kind ever 
made in Nebraska In addition to 
explaining the uses of water, it 
goes into details as to the amount 
required in the production of corn, 
wheat, oats, and alfalfa 
It tells

Greatest User 


"Man is the greatest water user,' 
the bulletin says "He requires it 
for 
drinking, 
bathing, cleaning, 
washing, heating, sewage disposal, 
agricultural

"Water is the greatest circulat- 
ing medium ever changing in con- 
dition of occurrence in the ocean, 
atmosphere, and land It becomes 
vapor, cloua, ram, hail, snow, ice, 
lake, ground water, stream, and 
again the ocean. The first great 
reservoir and source of water is 
the ocean from which the lands 
are supplied through the atmos- 
phere The second important place 
of its concentration is on and in 
the land 
"Water standing on the land to- 
gether witli springs and streams are 
called surface water. Water ab- 
sorbed by the soil, subsoil, and bed 
rock. Is known as ground water All 
forms oj water accumulation are in 
motion, as by wave, stream flow, 
capillary, and percolation or under- 
flow A knowledge of these condi- 
tions is necessary to an under- 
standing 01 conservation of water." 
State's Greatest Income. 
According to the bulletin, rain- 


fall is this state's most important 
annual Income It is not subject to 
increase by any means known to 
man 
Ways are known, however, 


whereby it can better be conserved 
and better utilized. 
Rainfall is a mobile resource. Its 
mode of occurrence and seasonal 
distribution 
present 
interesting 
problems 
The largest portion of 
it sinks into the land, becoming 
ground water. A part runs off at 
once, accumulating in basin-like 
depressions forming ponds or lakes, 
and in the valleys as streams. This 
disposal is called the "direct run- 
the amount needed by farm am- off.' A. very small portion is ab- 


sorbed at once by plants and ani- 
mals. 
Another portion is evap- 
orated directly from the surface of 
the land and therefore does not 
run off or sink into the land. 


High Evaporation. 


Evaporation is comparatively high 
in Nebraska, from soil, free water 
surfaces, pnd the plant cover, due 
to hot summers, relatively low hu- 
midity, and winds. In the spring 
and summu evaporation loss from 
a free watei surface such as a lake 
is about 3? to 40 inches in the 
eastern part, and about 40 to 48 
inches in the western counties The 
ratio of ground water soaking to 
rainfall is high, and the ratio of 
direct runoff 
comparatively low 
This all means that the amount of 
rainfall IF not the final, limiting 
factor in agriculture Much de- 
pends on when it occurs and 
whether it is dissipated or stored 
for use 


Nearly all of Nebraska is occu- 


pied by deep soil and thick, open 
textured mantle rock formations 
These conditions facilitate the stor- 
age of a relatively large amount of 
;he rainfall as ground water. 


Is Great Source. 


There are two principal forms of 


ground water accumulations. One 
s the soil and subsoil or capillary 
water, and the other is the satu- 
rated zone of free water below the 
water table This latter accumula- 
;ion is verj extensive, being many 
;imes the rainfall and surface 
water combined. It is the source 
of well water and springs, and sup- 
plies the moisture of the capillary 
'nnge zone just about it, and from 
which 
sub-Irrigated 
crops 
are 


grown 
Explaining that Nebraska soils 
lave a high water holding capacity, 
he bulletin asserts that most of 
he state is underlain with thick 
ayers of sand and gravel making 
an abundant storage capacity for 
ree water of good quality The im- 
portance ol these favorable condi- 
lons for storage is not generally 
undei stood and appreciated, it adds. 


Loss From Erosion. 


In a discussion of the possibility 
f depleting the state's water re- 
ources, the bulletin states that 
much ground water has been lost 
ecause of erosion of deep valleys, 
with consequent 
underflow 
and 
rainage therefrom 
een true of some 
lands Similarly the valleys in all 
parts of the state have been leak- 
age ways and drainage ways While 
this is going on, however, it is 
pointed out, there are places where 
much river water now passes into 
bottomland storage from which it 
drains to sanos under the uplands. 
"Fortunately, there remains much 
ground water, especially in the table 
lands, Loess plains, and sandhills. 
This does not include that stored 
in the deeply stored formations, 
most of which is too'heavily min- 
eralized for domestic purposes," it 
is stated 
The volume of ground water is 


determined largely from well logs, 
according to the bulletin. 
These 
show the thickness and distribu- 
tion of each water-bearing forma- 
tion. The thickness and volume of 
the water-filled zone is determined 
in a like manner On a basis of the 
porosity or voids, the percentage of 
water per cubic foot or other unit 
is ascertained 
Having these data, 
the amount of water for any given 
storage area can be calculated The 
sandy bottom ground storage along 
the middle course of the Platte 
river ranges between 100 and 200 
feet or more in thickness At least 
30 per cent of this storage mass is

dry, and the best methods to fol- 
low where this happens, the bulle- 
tin goes into soil moisture, artesian 
wells, and direct runoff and soil 
erosion and its effect upon the re- 
sources of the state 


Of artesian wells, many of which 
are in Nebraska, Dr. Condra says 
"se\eral bedrock formations of the 
state carry water with sufficient 
pressure or head to cause n flow- 
when topped by a well The shallow 
flowing wells, 80 to 600 feet deep, 
are in the Pleistocene and Tertiary 
deposits 
The deeper ones extend 


to the Dakota, Pennsylvania, and 
yet older formations, some being 
1,000 to 2.600 feet or more deep. 
1,500 Flowing Wells. 


"There are at least 1,500 flowing 


wells in the state, many of them 
in the sandhill region They are 
used for about the same purposes 
as other wells, except those with 
mineralized water are used for 
sanitarium and bathing purposes. 
"Many of the flowing wells are 


allowed to waste their water, and 
many of them have ceased to flow 
because of the casings rusting on 
the inside 
All told, the artesian 
waters of the state have not been 
used to much advantage, except 
where there is a scant supply of 
well water in shallow wells, and in 
parts of the sandhill region, where 
making wells is not expensive 
"At Beaver Crossing flowing wells 


are used in the development of a 
small stream and ponds for trout 
culture There also are other sec- 
tions of the state where artesian 
water is Impounded in fish ponds 
and lakes."Some Problems. 


Of dry wells, Dr. Condra says 
that in small areas of the state 
there is no ground water suitable 
for drinking purposes 
In other 
small areas there is little ground 
water and the wells are weak, be- 
coming dry or nearly so in times 
of diouth, to again increase after 
wet years. At some of these places 
the water found at deeper levels is 
saline or alkaline, making the water 
supply problem difficult of solu-

A New Qame—Backgammon of Today

INTRODUCTION. 
1 


Interest in the game of Backgam 
mon is widespread, and is increasln, 
daily It is clearly most desirabl 
that a standard 
method of play 
should be understood and adopted 
There are at present in existenc 
no adequate printed rules for the 
game, as it is now played. 
The rules given herewith hav 
been submitted to, and approved by 
the clubs where the game has been 
longest played, and where the mod 
ern variations have been developed. 
In some of the present rules, op 
tional alternatives have been given 
to cover certain minor differences 
in local procedure. 
It is hoped that, as the game be- 
comes more generally played, ar- 
rangement can be made for a com- 
mittee composed of delegates from 
the clubs interested, which 
will 
promulgate an official code. Mean- 
while, the rules as here given, rep- 
resent a consensus of the opinion of 
the best available authorities. 
The Rules of Backgammon. 
1—The game may be played with 
either; (a) Two dice boxes and two 
sets of dice; (b) Two dice boxes anc 
one set of dice; (c) One dice box anc 
one set of dice. The player throwing 
the highest die shall have the choice 
in case of disagreement. 


2—The men are set up so that the 
inner tables shall Be nearest the 
light. Decision of position of light 
and choice of men shall be made

3—If, at any time during"

BLEEDING KANSAS. 


It was "Bleeding Kansas" in the hectic, feverish 


days which preceded the Civil war. So far removed 
from the actual center of military activities, yet Kan- 
sas on innumerable occasions focused the attention 
of the entire nation in the struggle between slavery 
and freedom. 


There is a new conflict in Kansas, which in many 


particulars is fully as absorbing as the one which took 
place when the state wore swaddling clothes, and as 
a territory was knocking at the door for admission to 
the union. The backbone of agriculture in Kansas 
is wheat-raising. She plants nearly a third of the 
entire acreage devoted to the cereal in the United 
States. Year in and out her wheat crop is more than 
twice as large as that produced in any other state. 


In no state did Chairman Legge, of the federal farm 


board, encounter greater opposition in his campaign 
to reduce planting of wheat than he did among the 
Kansas farmers. He was heckled and harassed until 
he lost his temper during a speech which he deliv- 
ered before a meeting of the growers. The figures 
issued by the Kansas State Agricultural board a few 
days ago dealing with the 1031 crop reveal the full 
extent of the rebellion against a reduction in acreage. 
In 1929 Kansas planted more wheat than any year 
since 1918, when the government was exhorting farm- 
ers everywhere to utilize every foot of available land 
to produce grain for Europe. The total acreage in 
1929 was 12,377,000. In 1931 Kansas will harvest 12,- 
353,000—a reduction of 24,000 acres. 


Compare this with the situation in Nebraska. Here 


in this state the acreage devoted to wheat in 1931 is 
446,000 less than in 1929, or a reduction of 12 per 
cent. To have made an equal showing, it would have 
been necessary for Kansas farmers to have planted 
1,545,000 acres less than they did sow in -the fall of 
1929, for harvesting the following July. 


It is Kansas which very largely holds the key to 


the wheat situation in the United States. The total 
acreage harvested in America in 1930 was 42,042,000 
urid 13,377,000 acres of it was planted and harvested 
In the Sunflower commonwealth. Unless Mr. Legge 
and his associates can secure a greater degree of co- 
operation, there is little chance of substantial results 


CRUCIFYING THE SPIRIT OF CHRISTMAS. 


That was a spectacle which might well arouse the in- 
dignation of the American people which was staged 
in New York City last Thursday. Before an audi- 
ence of 1,500 children, young communists crucified the 
spirit of Christmas. 


In the center of the 
stage of the opera house 


where the gathering occurred, a great Christmas tree 
stood. At the top, in place of a star, was a huge dol- 
lar sign. From the sign hung a cardboard figure of 
a worker, stripped to the waist .and with a rope about 
his neck. Other decorations for the tree were card- 
board figures of blackjacks and revolvers. One fea- 
ture of the'program was a boxing match between sci- 
ence and religion, which was won by science in the 
seventh round by a knockout. During the interlude 
Miss Religion walked a rope supported on either 
side by "Bosses" and "Ignorance." 


One of the speakers, a woman, wished everyone a 


"revolutionary Christmas." 


It may be anticipated that during these winter 


months of hardship and suffering, communistic con- 
verts in America will leave no stone unturned to re- 
cruit members. Their efforts 
would bring smiles 


except for one thing. It is young and impressionable 
youth to which they address their teachings. That 
has been the history of communism in Russia. There 
thousands of children are being maintained in schools, 
drilled in the teachings of Lenine, and 
inoculated 


with a hatred of the capitalistic system. 


There is no objection in the United States to the 


meetings of those who subscribe to communism so 
long as they are not accompanied by violence. It does 
and should arouse wrath to discover radicals attempt- 
ing to plant seeds of distrust and discontent in the 
minds of youngsters, gathered in from the homes of 
hundreds of poor people in New York City. We cau- 
tion tolerance and patience in dealing with commun- 
ism as a rule but practically the entire country would 
have applauded had the police seen fit to break up 
the Christmas day party of the soviet organization 
in Gotham. 


SENATOR NORKIS' DECLINES. 


Senator George W. Norris of Nebraska ran true to 


form in his refusal to yield to the blandishments of 
leading spirits in the movement for a Third party, 
who wanted him to become its candidate for presi- 
dent. The Nebraskan is far too smart to fall into 
any trap of that kind. 


Why should Mr. Norris bother his graying head 


about a presidency? He is today the outstanding fig- 
ure in Washington although it is Mr. Hoover who sits 
in the White House. Of course Senator Norris knows 
he could not be elected president. He is too experi- 
enced a politician not to recognize the imposing phy- 
sical burden of attempting to head a third party cru- 
sade, a. weight which unquestionably shortened the 
years of Roosevelt's life, and which sent the elder-La- 
Follette to his grave. ' Never particularly a strong 
man physically, Senator Norris has found it neces- 
sary to watch his health more carefully each year. 


But it was not only the physical aspects of the job 


of heading the proposed Third party ticket which 
caused Senator Norris to reject it. He has always re- 
mained in the background as the real power behind 
the throne. When a fight is to be made in the sen- 
ate, it is Borah, or Hiram Johnson or young LaFol- 
lette who carry the Norris standard. They make the

Norris is willing to let them have the headlines if 
they will win the objectives which he has in mind. 


Senator Norris is the only man qualified to head a 


Third party movement. He occupies the place for- 
merly held by Roosevelt and then the older LaFol- 
lette. He has a personal following which extends 
far beyond the boundaries of his own state and would 
be able to rally the full strength of liberal thought 
behind him. But Senator Norris says no to the sug- 
gestion he run. He does more than decline it for him- 
self. He dashes cold water upon the chances of any 
other selection from among the insurgent bloc. 
It 


is futile, he explains, to attempt to organize a third 
party. It would not get anywhere. The country must 
reconcile itself to the fact there will be no clean 
cut issue between insurgency and the dominant con- 
servatism which has a stranglehold upon the machin- 
ery and organization of the republican party. Sena- 
tor Norris would prefer to sit in the bushes,' with a 
pea-shooter in his-bands, annoying, irritating and 
angering the group he opposes but really doing noth- 
ing substantial toward ousting them from office. The 
guerilla warfare which he has carried on from the 
backyard of the republican party is his favorite dish, 
thank you. 


acreage. Nebraska devotes approximately 3,500,000 
acres to wheat. Next summer the state will harvest 
446,000 acres less than in 1930. 


Failure of the Kansas wheat growers to materially 


reduce the acreage in the last year is easily explain- 
able. They were resentful toward the farm board and 
its chairman. The full downward swing of wheat 
prices had not gotten underway when they were plow- 
ing the land and planting the seed. It was fully six 
•weeks after the wheat was in the ground before the 
effects of the price collapse were apparent. The year 
before in spite of fears they iad made a profit on 
their crop. 


There have been far-reaching changes in wheat- 


raising in Kansas, however, which are even more sig- 
nificant than the failure of the campaign to reduce 
the acreage. It is a crop which lends itself to big 
unit farming more readily than any other. Thou- 
sands of acres are now in the hands of companies. 
•which make no effort to engage in other agricultural 
activities than wheat raising. 
One single concern 


of this type owns and operates 151 quarter sections 
of land formerly farmed individually. All of it is 
planted to wheat. There is no need for a tenant or 
for improvements on the land. The ground is plowed 
in the early fall, the seed planted, and the following 
June combines harvest the crop. Costs are slashed to 
the lowest figure. That Is mass production •with * 
vengeance. Against it the farmer tending 160 acres, 
partially cropped to wheat, and the remainder to 
other grains, cannot hop" to raise his wheat as 
economically. He has his farmside to maintain, re- 
pairs on the buildings, and equipment represents a 
much greater investment proportionately. 


If the natural ambition of farmers operating rela- 


tively small tracts of ground stood in the path of the 
realization of Chairman Legge's hope that the acre- 
age would be cut an eighth, the big unit plan is even 
more certain to work against any reduction. The 
success of the type of irheat farming now found in 
many sections of Kansas depends upon mass produc- 
tion. Presumably the land is to be planted each suc- 
cessive season until it is drained of its fertility. That 
is the most formidable obstacle in the path of the 
larm board, ar.d it unquestionably had something to 
do with Kansas" failure to make a more gratifying 
showing in the effort to solve the problem of the 
wheat surplus.

Tne year has Oeen marked 
by substantial improvement irom 
aimost every standpoint — tne busi- 
ness end 01 the industry, teuinically 
in the use ol more accurate equip- 
ment, and aitisticauy and educa- 
tionally in the arrangement or pro- 
grams more satislactory to the lis- 
tening puolic. 


The manuiacturing phase of radio, 


however, has sullered severely in 
the depiession, with a marked de- 
cline in the sale of sets. But re- 
ceiving set producers were not pes- 
simistic as the year closed, antici- 
pating a substantial Christmas busi- 
ness, and an improvement due to 
various atti actions to be broadcast- 
ing during the winter, popular with 
listeners and an almost unlailing 
stimulator of set sales 
Commission's Work Commendable. 
The federal radio commssion has 


adopted a comparatively lirm policy, 
in the face of severe obstacles, and 
has made a real effort to enforce 
the 
law and regulations Many 
changes in Irequency have been 
made during the year m an effort 
to smooth out the rough spots in 
reception. One major eifort at re- 
allocations, the change of frequen- 
cies of twenty-six slations on cleared 
channels, was taken to the federal 
courts, and injunctions have stayed 
carrying out of the new plan. 
- 


Although there is little prospect 
that any radio legislation will be 
considered at the short session of 
congress, owing to the press of more 
important business, it is anticipated 
that during the next two years there 
•will be a substantial clarification of 
radio law. Amendments have been 
recommended by the commission, an 
important one being a bill authoriz-

Importance of Good Tubes. 


A poor set of tubes can ruin the 
selectivity and sensitivity character- 
istic of the best of setts. It is im- 
possible to predict exactly hew long 
a tube or set of tubes will perform. 
Much depends upon the treatment 
accorded them. A severe jolt or jar 
seldom fails to prove injurious. 


Worth Remembering-. 


After the receiver has been in- 
stalled in the home it should not 
be tampered with or "fixed." If it 
does not operate as it should, call 
in a service man and have him de- 
termine the source of the trouble— 
if any. Remember (hat the modern 
radio receiver is p.n "r.gmeenng pro- 
duct and that uneducated hands 
may cause trouble that will render 
the receiver inoperable 


Inefficiency of Old Sets. 


It is not uncommon, that fewer 


stations are logged as the receiver 
gets older, especially those operated 
by batteries. Aside from the effects 
of wear, dirt and corrosion on con- 
tacts and possible broken wire con- 
nections, one may expect to find 
open circuited audio 
transformer 


windings which often account for a 
considerable drop in volume, but not 
usually a gradual drop. In sets hav- 
ing one dial control or control of 
two or more tuned circuits through 
one dial it is very common for the 
tuning balance to be destroyed with 
time. The condensers become bent 
or the shafts become displaced along 
the axis, of the shaft or else the 
coil forms shring- or the wire loosens 
on the forms for any other reason 
Any of these things will destroy the 
tuning balance or synchronism be- 
tween the several circuits 
These 
causes must be removed and the 
circuits rebalanced. 


Good Tone Quality tnn Small 


Tabes. 


It is not necessary to employ a 


large power tube to have good qual- 
ity .There are many receivers using 
small power tubes or none at all in 
which the reception might be great- 
ly improved in a simple manner 
Excellent quality can be obtained, 
perhaps without so much %'olume or 
so much power as with large power 
tubes, 
with 
the 112-A and even 


with the 201-A. Those who use the 
312-A or no power tube at all can 


This difficulty can be easily reme- 
died, swapping tubes around until 
the one is found which, when used 
in the detector socket, has a mini- 
mum 
tendency 
to howl in this 


manner. Try tapping each tube 
tried in the detector socket. This 
tapping induces the howl when the 
tendency is there. Also try moving 
the loud speaker a\vay from the set 
if they are m separate units. Do 
not rest ihc speaker on the re- 
ceiver cabinet. If the present B- 
elirninator is delivering the proper 
•voltages 
there 
is nothing to be 


gained by changing to a different 
type of eliminator There will be 
no change in reception. 


No Power Economy in Low Volume. 


Operating the receiver at low 


volume does not economize power. 
The set consumes practically a con- 
stant amount of power regardless 
of the position of the volume con- 
trol and 
of whether a station is 


tuned in or not. So long as the set 
is turned on .it consumes this same 
amount of power. The explanation 
for this is that the electrical cut- 
put at audio frequency is extremely 
small in comparison with the bat- 
tery or socket power input. Thus, 
the input is about the same regard- 
less of the output. Volume should 
alua.ys be controlled by means of 
the volume control, never by means 
of de-tuning.

Goou Antenna Needed for Good

NAVAL HEAD SAYS 


GIANT DIRIGIBLE 


WILL FLY IN 1931 


AKRON, Dec. 27—(I. N. S.)— 


Reftr Admiral W. A. Moffett, chief 
of the United States naval bureau 
of aeronautics, indicated that the 
skeleton of the navy's huge new 
airship being constructed by the 
Ooodyear-Zeppelln corporation, 
would'be complete by the end of 
this year, following an inspection 
tour made here. 
The rear admiral's inspection 


trip marked the first time he had 
visited the scene of activities since 
November, 1929, when he drove a 
golden rivet into place, 
officially 
inaugurating the work. 


According to present plans, the 
chip will be given its trial flight 
during the summer of 1931. When 
complete, it will be 785 feet long— 
the largest lighter-than-air craft 
yet constructed. 
Finishing touches are being ap- 
plied to the eight internal engine- 
rooms of the air Leviathan. The 
motors, of 
-500 horsepower have 
wen completed and are awaiting 
installation. 
Twelve gas cells for the ship, 
which is to be officially dedicated 
as "The Akron." are being con- 
structed and will be ready for in- 
stallation as soon as the skeleton 
of the ship it complete, the build- 
ers said.

No one can truly 
say that this generation is more 
moral "than that under the wet law 
Indeed, most people contend tha 
this generation is markedly more 
loose in its general morals than 
the old-timers were. 


It seems, therefore, to be thi 
mere theory, rather than the fruits 
of prohibition, which the drys fan- 
atically defend. And a theory is 
tested by its practice. The ab- 
sence of the saloon is the only pro- 
hibitive effect of prohibition. The 
presence of the private saloon is the 
truit of prohibition. Hence, we see 
that the mere prohibition of the 
"public" saloon is a very empty 
achievement. The fact is, it is clear 
;hat something is decidedly weak 
and exaggerated about the merits 
of prohibition, for the absence ol 
the public saloon has not producec 
any moralistic improvement in so- 
ciety. 


The day's news tell of men and 
women being poisoned, strangled 
shot, crowned: about girls being 
assaulted, 
banks being robbed, 
gangsters ruling cities, politicians 
committing bribery: about gamb- 
ing in Wall street and marital in- 
fidelity. 
People still commit sui- 
de, go crazy, steal, lie, swear, shoot 
men for money: in the dry south 
men still lynch and burn the negro; 
racial and religious hatred still 
ihrlves; men are becoming less de- 
rout about religion and less obedi- 
int to law. In short, there is no 
evidence to be seen on the social 
horizon in any direction to indicate 
,hat people have been made more 
moral by the dry law. 
The girls 
drink cocktails and smoke cigar- 
ettes and make whoopee instead of 
goo-goo eyes freely today, in the 
wet days the young were ashamed 
of such conduct. The girls' dresses 
are not more modest today. 
On the other hand, prohibition 
hould, according to its lofty claims, 
be able to show since its reign a 
harp and vast moral improvement 
n the race, 
million nays- 


Has it? We hear a 
The mere item of the 


'pubhc" saloon has gone, as all 
drys point out, but every kind of 
social immorality and misbehavior 
s to be seen. Economically and 
ndustrially there should be, ac- 
cording to the drys, a huge im- 
jrovement over the wet days. 
Is 
here? Let the seven million un- 
employed answer: let the price of 
arm products, the general depres- 
lon, the failed banks and Indus- 
Ties, the relief-seeking farmers, the 
general depression, the failed banks 
nd industries, the 
relief-seeking 
aimers, the mortgaged 
homes, 


answer. 
In the- wet days, when 
hese conditions were less serious, 
the drys blamed liquor AS the cause 
f poverty and crime. Are they 
low fair and honest enough to 
>lame prohibition? 


These facts are devastating and 
will not be answered by silly, ir- 
elatlve quotations from ancient 
men who believed in witchcraft 
nor by childishly "going down on 
he knees" to supplicate the floor 
r the cold, indifferent sky. Per- 
haps that is one reason why pro- 


Ibition has failed to make men 
ry or moral—because its advocates, 
vidently. still medievally 
depend 


n a good fairy rather than on good 
sense to rectify the near sighted- 


ess of the dry l»w. All free people, 
Deluding drys. are disgusted with 
he farce of the dry law. and its 
tier failure to make men more 
moral or prosperous oh sociable or 
ven more temperate than they 
were under the wet law. It is notic- 
ble. too. that the temper of the 
temperance folk, as displayed in this 
orum. is not noticeably more sober 
r intelligent than that displayed 
y the "unmoral wets." As I said, 
, seems to be the thin theory of 
prohibition which the drys are bent 
ipon defending at the cost or 
ruth. The drys are right: the 
dry-law theory has not been given 


fair test: that is. men are not 
ry. they are mostlv wet: but that 
s squarely the fault and failure of 
>ronibition which is indeed author- 
zed and paid to prohibit, but which 
toes not prohibit. The dry law is 
under U. S. oath to prohibit drink- 


„.. whettur it makes good its airy : 
boasts about moralistic influence 
r not. The very term, prohibition. 
<; an authoritative term and de- 
pends on force rather than on man's 


s success It has had this re- 


enough, the drys seem unwilling to 
even soberly review the general 
moral and material conditions ot 
society under the dry law. Do they 
evasively realize that the operation 
of the dry law docs not indicate 
what the drys have cocklly claimed 
— that man is better in every way 
under a dry law than under a wp't 
law? If man has still been wet 
under the dry law, prohibition is 
obviously impotent, expensive and 
superflous.
